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'There's hope in Twin Falls' for Glanceys 


Former Iowa farm couple 
looking for their new start

TWIN FALLS -On the streets of \ 
New York, the homeless wander 
aimlessly, as they clutch .paper ( 
bags and garbage bags holding all ' 
tb^ possessions and shuffle along ' 
with plastic bags wrapped around 
their feel. ' I 

An estimated 30.000-60.000 people j 
live from hour to hour and day to 
day on the street, enough for two 
cities the size otTwin Falls. 

In Twin Falls there are no huddl* ! 
ed masses yearning to be warm, 
dry and fed; But there are people 
such as Walter and Sandy Glancey, 
an Iowa farm couple who- lost 
everything In April and now have no 
place to call their own. 

The Glanceys will dine at the 
Salvation Army today, joining 
about 60 people who are down and 
out In Twin Falls. The Glanceys 
said they . will be very thankful 
"thatwe'vegotthat.” 

The Glanceys arrived a month 
ago in twin Falls with a. few bucks 
tirthelrpocketa and-lhe clothes on - 

their backs, and one blanket. In 
April, they sold all their furniture 
and Ui'elr car to seUle.the dehU on 


when they took bankruptcy . 

They have traveled! several bun< 
dred- miles, hitchhiking from Iowa 
west to Caltromia to start over. 
But California was not the place to 
start over, they said. Callforrilr 
was not as friendly as they had 
heard. 

"We were just , trying 'to find a 
place where we could ^ome re* 
established," said Sandy, a short, 
quiet woihan with black hair. 

After finding no work in Callfor* 
hla, they took to the road again, 
hitchhiking to Wells, Nev., where 
Glancey heard there was work -in 
beet fields in Idaho 

They sl^pt on the desert road and 
under brloges. They depended on 
the kindness of strangers, and 
received h little along the way, In 
Oklahomd, for example. A reformed 
biker picked them up on the road 
and took them home, fed them and 
put them Up for the night. 

"That’s all he did," said Glancey, 
a short, stocky man with a 
moustache and several days growth 
of beard. "Go out during the day 
and offer to help hitchhikers. He 
would take them home, feed them, 


and then take, them back to the 
road so they could get a ride. He 
would check everyday to- see if we 
were still there.” 

After arriving In Twin Falls, 
Glancey spent a week in Magic 
Valley Regional Medical Center 
with a bloouclot in his leg. 

Despite all their troubles, when 
they sit down to a hot Thanksgiving' 
dinner, the Glanceys will be 
thankful, they said. 

■Tl! be ringing bells on Friday for 
the Salvation Army and working 
part-time at Scars, and we're going 
to try and find n place to live," said 
the 42-year*old Glancey, as he sal In 
the church sanctuary of the Salva* 
lion Army. “There's hope -In Twin 
Falls.” 

The Glanceys may not be a-typU . 
cai Iowa farm couple. Glancey, 
originally from New Jersey, spent 
15 yeors In a federal prison for 
stealing - a truckload of cars and 
selling them In Georgia. Walter and 
Sandy met through a Christian 
radio dating service and 'got mar- 
. rled In 1983. She lived with her 
. sister In lodianola, Iowa, and did 
' housd'workOQ'a volunteer basis. 

. After he left prison, he did con* 
strucUon work, and the couple had 
some money In the bank when a.

‘‘We really didn't know where our 
next meal was coming from." said 
Sandy. ..... 

"People have been so helpful 
here, so', nice," Glancey added. 
"Even the police. When we got 
here, we asked where the SalvalRm 
Army was, and a policeman said, 
■riUake you there.’ ’ 

It's hard finding work when 
you're an ex -con, he said. He learn- 
ed to cook in prison, but what he’d 
really like to do Is go back to farm* 

^‘All we need Is a little break," he 
said. "Where there's God, there's 
hope. We pray all the time.”

Reagan has made final his decision 
of last spring to exceed the.Urolts of 
the unratilled SALT II strategic 
arms accord with the Soviet Union, 
Pentagon officials and coiigresslonal 
leaders said Wednesday. 

Reagan, following a meeting with 
bis top national security advisers on 
Tuesday, gave the go-ahead for the 
_Alr Force to place In service Its J3lsl 
B-S2 bomber capable of carrying nu- 
clear cruise missiles, the sources 
said.

The West prevailed, thanks to American firm- - 1 
ness and Iranian resistance to Soviet pressures. ^ 
-Indeed, during the last 40 years and even after - 
the Islamic revolution, the West has succeeded 
in securing Us principal interest in Iran: denying 
the Soviet Union a preponderant Influence. Yet 
successive U.S. administrations have seriously 
misunderstood Iran. This hasotten led to 
misguided U.S. policies, the effects of which 
sooner or later have come back to haunt the 
United Stales. During the early l9S0s Americans 
misjudged the stren^ of nationalist feelings In 
Iran and the symbolic Importance of oil na- 
tionalization. Thus. In thwarting a genuine na- 
tionalist movement in 1953. the United States 
earned the wrath of many Iranians and effeclive- 
' ly denied broad national legitimacy to the 
Pahlavl regime that It helped restore to power. 

U.S. failure tounderstand underlying social, 
economic and politicardynamics in Iran has been • 
compounded by long pcrlodsof simply ignoring 
the nation. This pattern was repeated during the 
1960s and '70s, when the West viewed Iran 
through the eyes of the shah and the narrow- 
based elite around him. Thus most Westerners 
misread the true nature of the revolutionary 
wave that swept Iran In 1976-79. 

With the benefit of hindsight, many Iran-wat- 
chers now argue that they foresaw clerical 
victory In Iran. In fact, the Carter administra- 
tion had hoped to sec Ihc shah replaced by a ^ 
moderate, liberal, nationalist regime similar to 
the one thal Washington had blocked a quarter 
of a century earlier. Yet limes had changed, and 
the United States was wise about Iran toolatc. 
What might have been achieved in 1953 was no 
longer possible in 1978. 

Today's debate on U.S.-Iranian contacts also 
betrays misunderstanding, by both sides, of Ira- 
nian realities. Opponents of the contacts view 
Iran as totally dominated by Islam, run by zealot 
clerics and posing a mortal Uireatto U.S. friends 
in Ihe Middle East. Taken together, these condi- 
tions permit no compromise with the regime of 
IhcAyaloliahRuhoUahKhomcInl. , 

This la 0 distorted view. Islam is extremely : 
Important In Iran, but so is nationalism. Iran's 
war with Iraq, which largely follows the same 
Shia Moslem faith, is fueled by Iraq’s portrayal 
of the conflict as a historic defense of Arablsm 
against the Persians. 

The Ideological rigidity of Iranian leaders and 
their lack of experience in International affairs 
also has been exaggerated. Many have proved 
capable of pragmatism, and have learned much 
about the demands of international life. Mired In 
its seven-year stalemate with Iraq, Iran is 
militarily incapableof overrunning Its Arab 
neighbors or of effectively penetrating and 
destabilizing Arab societies. 

Many advocates of U.S.-Iranlan rapproche- 
ment also makea key mistake. They are 
motivated not by a desire to reach an accom-. 

, modatlonwith Iran's current rcallUcs. but

rather by hopes of generating dramatic change, 
Including a change of regime. They 
underestimate the effects that eight years of 
revolutionary government and seven of war have 
had on a young, growing. Iruslrated and highly 
■ politicize population. Certainly Iran will not 
return to being the accommodating country thal 
It was for America during Ihedaysofthc shah. 
And if sudden change were to come to Iran, It 
would likely produce more radicalism, whether 
secular or Islamic, and new opportunities for the 
Soviet Union. 

No doubt it Is difficult for many Americans to 
forgive, much less forget, the humlllotlon meted 
out by Khomeini during the hostage crisis of 
1979-81. Television still brings into American liv- 
ing rooms^images of militant unshaven Iranian 
youths shouting Imprecations about "the Great' 
Satan." But this is only one picture of Iron, and 
by no means on adequate reriection of a complex 


society. Many Iranians are at least aware that 
their gcopolilicai predicament requires that 
somccountry, meaning the United States, must 
provide a balance lo theSovlel Union. 

The verbal and psychological struggle between 
Iran and the United States will continue. But, at 
heart, each needs the other. Indeed, the depth of 
feelings on both sides Is partly testimony to this 
fact, and lo mutual frustration thalthereap- ' 
pears to be no practical alternative. 

The question of trading weapons and com- 
promising on terrorism aside, Ronald Reagan 
has Indicated lo Iranians that the United States 
is prepared to come to terms with tha revolution 
and play the classic role of balancing Soviet 
power without demanding a shah's subservience. 
There is much for Iranians to learn in his ap- 
proach. No less do Americans have to learn about 
lran._ ;

Catastrophic insurance would aid millions of Americans

catastrophic expenses,'' the authors con- 
cluded, "sets a dollar amount below which 
no expense level Is considered catastrophic, 
however low the family's Income. A percen- 
tage of Income figure Is then added to (hat 
amount to yield the threshold above which 
expenditures are considered catastrophic." 

That is not the most lucid definition ever 
drafted, but It makes sense. Imagine a fami- 
ly with 530,000 In annual Income. Let us sup- - 
pose that 52,000 is fixed as a bearable ex- 
pense for health care, and that a factor of 10 
percent of the remaining income is fixed for 
defining a catastrophic expense. Ten percent 
of 528, 000 Is 52.800. When costs pass 51.800 In 
a given year, under this approach, the fami- 


ly faces financial calaslrophe. 

About C.4 million families a year, by the 
authors' reckoning, find themselves in this 
plight. Most of them are low- to middle- 
income famllics.in which the principal wage., 
earner works only part-time. They are chief- 
ly the poor and the "near-poor." 'They lack 
hoalth Insurance altogether, or they are In- 
adequately Insured. 

The problem of catastrophic medical ex- 
pense exists largely among the elderly. 

About 90 percent of those over 65 are 
covered by Medicare, but as oldsters swiftly 
discover, Medicare pays only a part of cer- 
tain medical expenses. 

Every year. It is estimated. 500,000 elderly 
persons who suffer long-term illness must 
exhaust their assets and "spend down" to 
the poverty level at which Medicaid cuts in. 
Their savings have been wiped out. 

The departmental report offers this 
preferred recommendation: Let Medicare be 
restructured to provide catastrophic In- 
surance after a beneficiary has paid 52,000 a 
year In out-of-pocket expenses.

We didn't wont our son In jail. He is a 
super young man with a great deal to offer 
as are many of the other young people today, 
whether they have been In trouble or not. 

Our county jails are no place for young 
people even short term. They are not geared 
to deni with the young offenders. Our alter- 
natives were loo costly therefore wc had to 


be satisfied with what we got. 

Since that time, the youth facility In 
Jerome County has opened Us doors to give 
a short term alternative and it has been 
looked upon as such a bad place. I wonder it 
the people that arc against the use of the fa- 
cility even have teen-age children of their 
own? So there are no guidelines. Draw some. 
The counties say they have no money to 
place young people in Ihc Jerome faclllly. I 
feel that if the counties that the Jerome fa- 
cility would serve would work together they 
could arrange a workable and affordable 
system. Then the question of liability in- 
surance. Why would a facility designed for 
young people not be less of a liability? 1 .

IHaiisen aideJsays boss 
$hb^d be pardoned

PETERSBURG, Va. - In view of 
revelations of the Reagan ad- 
ministration's dealings with Iran, 
George Hansen should be pardoned, 
a Hansen friend and aide said Wed- 
nesday. 

•-"In view of the things goIng-on in- 
Ihe Reagan administration, if 
there's any place to point a finger of 
wrongdoing, it's not at George 
Hansen," said John Scoresby. a 
Hansen friend who continues to work 
for the former congressman. 

Scoresby said the former repre- 
sentative, who visited Iran during 
the Iranian hostage crisis when 
Jimmy Carter was. president, also 
had Bome.harsh words on how Presi- 
dent Reagan has handled the Iranian 
affair. . 

"When I asked him what he 
thought of the Iran situation, he said 
the president and his administration 
should have been more forthright 
with the American people, 
Scoresby said Wednesday during a 
phone Interview. 

Hansen has served 5 months of a 
5-lo-l5-month .sentence In a federal 
prison camp In Petersburg. Va., for 
nls conviction for fUlng false llnan- 
clal disclosure statements under the 
Ethics in Government Act. His ear- 
liest date for parole was last Thurs-

Although the Parole Commission 
took the case under advisement last 
week.

"I have no idea when they rc going 
lo act.'' said Joe Kravisky. si 
spokesman for the Parole Commis- 
sion, "They told mo Iasi week it 
would be the cml of last week or the 
first of this week and. obviously, 
that hasn't happened." 

Scoresby said on Wednesday that 
the Parole Commission "Is not the 
Important port of the problem, ft's 
high time President Reagan look 
some action” to pardon Hansen. 

Scoresby told a Pocatello newspa- 
per last week that up to a few weeks 
ago he was convinced that the presi- 
dent was not aware of the details of 
the Hansen case. He said that was 
despite the fact that the White 
House has received a deluge of tele- 
phone calls since Hansen was-Jalled 5 
months ago. 

"As of this date, he has to be 
aware of George.” Scoresby said lo a 
news conference. 'Tra disappointed 
that he has not taken action before 
now and I’m disappointed with his 
advisers."

Aunt Irene taught me two things 
that I have never forgotten to this 
day.

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ArtijFacrts paint vivid picture of life 900 years ago in 


PROVO. Utah (AP) - About the 
year 1100, fire ravaged a home in 
what la BOW central Utah. It burned 
to the ground, and the owners never 
relumed to cwect their belongings. 

Today, those possessions are being 
examined in archaeological 
laboratories of Bri^am Young Unl-' 
varsity. The;arUIpct5_help.palnt a 
vivid picture of everyday life nearly 
900 years ago. ■ 

Stored in a huge, upturned co^ 
rugaled pot were a tine smoking pipe 
about the length of a man's finger, a 
corrugated yag' with a delicately 
curved hanale. a stone knife still 
partly attached to its wooden shaft 
and a large cache of sharpened bone 
‘awls; The.kettle still had attached a 
remnant of a woven Junlpe^flber si- 
inguiedtocar^lt. . 


. Be^de the not sU^ other vessels,' 
including ia plain gray one that looks 
like a cream {ditcher, two more cor- 
rugated ]ugi ' with bandies and a 
white bowl with black geometric 
designs. All were complete. . 

Unearthing ^is borne was a 
highlight of the archaeological ex- 


cavation of Five Fingers Ridge, SS 
miles southwest of Richfield. An en- 
tire Fremont Indian town was ex- 
cavated, with 108 plthouses and 
eight or 10 outside areas where food 
was prepared and cooked. 

Many of the tons of finds will be 
'dispiayed'ln "Indian -Heritage State - 
Park in Clear Creek Canyon, near 
the ridge. The park also will show off 
thousands of nearby rock art carv-' 
Inga. 

Teams of archaeologists and vol- 
unteers worked 10 to 14 hours dally, 
"without missihg a single day, from 
mid-January through nov. IS. 1984. 
They raced to finish uncovering the 
'site before the hill was demolished 
as fill for the Interstate 15 construc- 
tion prolect. 

As many as SO volunteers and pro- 
r^fonals were at work at any one 
lime, Including Palute and Ule In- 
dians. One roan from Ohio showed up 
with bis family. 

Because this was an emergency 
operation, trained archaeologists 
were hired from' across the United 
States. 


Five Fingers Ridge tuned out to 
be the largest Fremont ladlaa towo 
ever fi^y excavated. About 600,090 
artifacts were removed, moat dating 
from tho eighth through 10th cen- 
turies. 

Careful descriptions of the finds 
have been put -on a 'Computer, to* 
eluding the type of eadrartlfact and - 
where It was found. 

"The last of the artUict analyses 
was fed into the computer Just last 
month," said Asa S. Nielson, direc- 
tor of BYU's Office of Public A^ 
chaeology: 'He headed Ute dig and 
has been spearheading the analysis. 

"It's ' a very . difficult process. 
We've had people working on R Ml 
tlmd." 

A technical report on the project, 
amounting to thousands of pages, 
will be circulated for expert review 
In August 1987 and will be published 
by the University of Utah Press. 

"This will be one of the largest 
contributions to Fremont ar- 
chaeology in a number of years,” 
Nielson said. "It will probably be the 
largest single set of volumes.”

Trammell said,It is ImporUnt that 
the level. of oxygen is monitored, 
because too much can cause pro- 
blems. Builders of . hyperbaric 
chambers are equally as cautious, 
Allred said. 

"We’re very concerned about safe- 
ty," he said referring to how all the 
welds on the chambers were X-rayed 
' to make sure there were no flaws, 
and tho entire devices were sub- 
jected to stress relief tests.

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Persistence gives 
mill second chance 




LACLEDE, Idaho (AP) - It was 
just on£ year ago that angry 
salesmen broke through the gat^ of 
the. Riley Creek Sawmill at Laclede 
to get at logs they had dellvered. but 
for which the-bankrupt mill had not 
paid. 

Earlier this month, mill manager 
Doug Cone and personnel director 
John Dinning posed for pictures at 
the mill yard's entrance. And while 
-they- weren’t grinnlng-broadly,- their - 
expressions were a lot more relaxed. 

Things seem to be looking up for 
Riley Creek. The mill set production 
records on two consecutive days In 
October, despite union workers' re- 
jection of a contract proposed by the 
company eight days before. 

Riley Creek President Marc 
Brinkmeycr said last year that con- 
tinued low prices for lumber and in- 
dustry overproduction caused pro- 
blems for the company, forcing It to 
(lie tor reorganization under'Chapter 
n of the federal bankruptcy code. 

The mill then employed about ISO 
people and bought timber from as 
many as lOO contract, loggen In 
Bonner County. 

Today, Cone sold a change of at- 
titude and increased communication 
might Just allow the mill to start up 
a second shift, putting another 60 
Workers back on the job along with 
the 71 now working. ' 

"If there has been any key It has 
been cooperation and communica- 
tion, from the top on down," Dinning 
said. “We've-trled to let them know 
of any changes In the company." 

There have been significant 
changes. When the mill reopened 
under Chapter it reorganlzatlpn, 
lesslhan half of the employees went 
back to work for reduced wages and 
ho benefits. 

Brtnjcmeycr was removed from 
day-to-day management of the com- 
pany, "except as drected by the 
Management Committee" (ap- 
pointed by U.S. Bankruptcy Court), 
and efforts began to find o buyer for 
the mill. 

Reorganization and. refinancing 


was not accomplished during the 
original six-month plan, and a > 
nine-month extension was granted ^ 
by the court In June. The mill re- ' 
mained on • a one-shift-o-day ^ 
schedule, and wages, benefits and z 
holidays were partially restored. 

The labor situation at Riley Creek i 
remains up In the air. Negotiators [ 
for the mill were handcuffed during ^ 
contract talks during the fall by ^ 
stlpulatlons tmposed-by-tho-court -t 
and court-appointed management ^ 
committee. ^ 

Mill workers belonging to the In- 
ternational Woodworkers of America 1 
rejected a proposed three-year con- J 
tract Oct. H. The agreement would 
have taken effect when the company 
getsoutofbankruptcy. 

Fred Bair, lAW Local 3-10 presi- 
dent. said the union was willing to 
return tb the bargaining table to 
work something out, but added wage 
increases were the biggest stumbl- 
ing block to an agreement. 

But on Oct. 22, mill workers sur- 
prised everyone by producing a 
record 255,063 feet of lumber ->■ well 
over the 160,000 required to keep 
the company afloat under the terms 
of the Chapter 1 1 reorganization. 

“That's phenomenal," Dinning 
said. "Everyone was walking around ' 
here on Cloud Nine when we hit the 
255 (thousand), then the next day ... 

The next day the mill produced 
266,874 feel of lumber, another 
record. 

"I have nothing but praise for 
everyone Involved," Cone said. "As 
far as I'm concerned, everybody’s 
cooperating. It's truly runnlag a lot 
smoother than It used to."- 

Officials are optimistic 
reorganization and refinancing will 
be complete before the March 17 
deadline. 

"We are working here to have 
-something worthwhile for everyone 
involved," Cone said. "You get 
enough people working together and 
you can move mountains, you know? 
And I think that's what's happen- 
ing.”

Lewiston port worth millions to economy 


LEWISTON, Idaho (AP) - The 
Port of Lewiston has a 
muUlmlllion-dolUr Impact on the 
local economy, according to a study 
Just completed by a University of 
Idaho researcher. 

More than $90 million In sales dur- 
ing 1985 were a direct result of Port 
of Lewiston operations, and another 
$111.7 million was indirectly derived 
from port business, said Lawrence 
H. Merk, director of the UKenter 
for . Business Development and 
Research. 

Merk also concluded that 071 Jobs 
in Nez Perce County are directly or 


Indirectly supported by the port and 
$1^6 million in local payroll Is at- 
tributable In whole or In part to port 
octivitles. 

The $14,306 study sponsored by the 
Port of Lewiston comes 10 years 
after slack-water navigation' began 
In the Lewlston-Clarkston Valley. 
Port Manager Gary Schmadeka said 
port commissioners thought it was a 
g09dtlmcf©rself-asscssmenl. . 

Much of the Information In the 
report was complied from question- 
naires sent to businesses and gov- 
enjment agencies to collect data on 


sales, payroll, employees, (axes, 
percentage of business- conducted 
through the port and assessment of' 
currenlpbrtoperatlons. , . 

Merk said the data collected la the. 
study could help local officials 
calculate what economic Impact la- 
dustries locating at the Port of 
Lewistonmighthave.

LAYTON, Utah (AP) - Wllh hun- 
dreds of apartment units under con- 
struction and more on the drawing 
boards, city officials say there are 
no signs that Layton's biggest hous- 
ing boom since World War II is slow- 
ing.

the football with hands that could 
snag a .22 bullet out of . the air — 
everything, that Is. except beat out 
“Mean Joe" Greene for the defensive 
tackle spot and redesign the look of 
the four-time Super Bowl Champi- 
on’s defense. 

“He's one . of the most versatile 
athletes I've seen," said Pittsburgh 
defensive coordinator Tony Dungy, 
one of the players who wore a Steeicr 
uniform In four Super Bowls. “He has 
real athletic ability. He can catch 
the ball, run, tackle and play both 


In short. Woods is the can-do-all- - 
man for the Steelers, who are 4^ this - 
season and are hoping to become 
“the spoiler" for the rest of this Na- 
tional Football League campaign. 
After spending two seasons as a 
starter In the Pittsburgh secondary, 
Woods now spills lime with safety 
Eric Williams — although both 
Woods and Dungy hinted that the 
former BSU star could be starting 
once again before the season closes. 

H the Pittsburgh coaches 
remember what he did In his first 
year as a Steeicr, the starting posi- 
tion might be his. Woods came to his 
first pro training camp “knocking 
the hell out" of anything he could 
find.

LSU lawyer to basketball squad: 
NCAA won’t issue major sanctions 


BATON ROUGE. La. (AP) - 
Louisiana State's attorney has 
assured members ot the basketball 
. team that the NCAA won’t Issue 
major sanctions against .the pro- 
gram. 

But, Mike Pharls advised players 
about sticking to the NCAA rules 
and warned that any future 
violations could lead to major-sanc- 
lions against the program. 

"The NCAA report will come out 
soon, probably sometime next 
week.” Pharls told players Tuesday. 
“I can assure you that nothing 
disastrous Is going to happen to this 
baskelballprogram. 

"You’re not going to be prevented 
from appearing on television or play- 
ing In the NIT or NCAA Tournament. 
It's golng'lo come out about as well 
as it could have.” 

University officials appeared be- 
fore the NCAA Committee on In- 
fractions on Nov. IS to answer ques- 
tions on 16 allegations against the

program and four administrative 
allegations. 

Pharls gave the players a rundown 
on NCAA ^ rules dealing with cars, 
gifts and meals - all of which played 
apart In the allegations. 

Coach Dale Brown told the players 
he felt the rules were restrictive but 
must be followed until changed. 

"The only way we can change the 
rules Is through legislation and we'll 
get it done,” he sold. 

Athletes aren't allowed to accept 
free meals from university interests 


and shouldn’t take any gift or help 
with financing a caf, the players 
wcretold. 

"Let me tell you something. If the • 
NCAA comes down here and looks In- • 
to the basketball program again, 
we’re In serious trouble,” said 
Pharls. 

Recurring major violations can 
lead to the suspension of a program . 
under the NCAA’s death penally 
rule, he said. 

Pharls said that LSU players 
Nikita Wilson and Anthony Wilson, 
no relation, and former recruit Tom 
Curry violated rules by allowing a 
school backer to arrange financing of 
their cars. 

The players also were warned to 
stay away from Ruth's Chris Steak 
House and Phil’s Oyster Bar, which 
arc owned by LSU boosters. • • . 

The university admitted to a vio- 
lation that some players received 
meals at the steak house for no cost. 


Florida’s appeal of stiff scholarship 
penalties is turned down by NCAA 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. (AP) - An 
appeal by the University of Florida 
seeking to lessen the scholarship 
penalities imposed on the football 
program has been turned down by 
the NCAA. 

In a letter dated Nov. 21, and 
released Tuesday, the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association denl<^ a 
request from Florida that would 
have allowed the Gators to sign ll 
football players Immediately and 
have them count on this year’s 
recruiting class. 

University of Florida President 
Marshall Crlscr argued that the 
two-year probation Imposed by the 
NCAA Committee on Infractions will 
extend well past three seasons as a 
result of the scholarship limitations. 

The limitations cut the number of 
scholarships per year from 30 to 20 
for the 1985 and 1986 recruiting years 
and reduced the squad cap from 95 


players to 85 last year and 75 this 
season. 

The other sanctions against 
Florida will expire after Saturday’s 
game against Florida Stale. They 
included a ban on postseason bowl 
play after the 1984 and 1985 seasons 
and no live television broadcasts last 
year and this year. 

The two-year probation was 
decreased (ram three years because 
Florida took actions to clean up Its 
athletic department by dismissing 
former coach Charley Pell and top 
assistants Dwight Adams and Joe 
Kines. 

In the school's appeal, Criser 
wrote that Florida, even after sign- 
ing 30 players next season, will only 
have 84 on scholarship, 11 below the 
NCAA maximum of 95, because nat- 
ural attrition has cut into the Gator 
roster. Criser said the squad will 
grow to 88 players in 1988, 90 players 


in 1989 and 94 players in 1990. -The 
NCAA allows a maximum of 95 
players on scholarship. 

"This penally actually stretches 
six years," said Crlscr. 

But David Berst, (he NCAA direc- 
tor of enforcement, turned down the 
Florida appeal. 

"The committee calculated that 
the university Is in a position to have 
at least 88 player at the beginning of 
the 1987-88 academic year with no 
further attrition and assuming 30 in- 
itial ^ants-ln-ald are allow<^. The 
committee is not willing to assume 
further attrition,” he said.

CORAL GABLES, Fla. (AP) - 
University of Miami officials said * 
Wednesday that their internal probe 
of a scries of off-field incidents in- 
volving Hurricane players shows 
that the top-ranked team’s bad-boy 
image Is mainly bad publicity. 

"The (Miami) program Is-one-of 
integrity on and off the field," Uni- 
versity President Edward “Tad" 
Foote II said at a news conference 
announcing the results of a four- 
week study by a six-member school 
task force. “(The task force) didn't 
find any pattern of widespread 
disrespect for the law." 

Foote called the eight-page report 
“a vindication’’ of Ine university's 
athletic program and of Coach Jim- 
my Johnson^s 10-0 Hurricanes, which 
he said "mav be one of the great 
leamsofour lime." 

The task force, comprised of the 
athletic director, three university 
vice presidents, an associate provost 
and an assistant professor of 
religion, was formed a month ago as 
the Hurricanes took over the na- 
tion's top ranking amid national 
publicity focusing on clashes with 
police and possible NCAA violations. 

"Students occasionally get In 
trouble at this or any other universi- 
ty. Our sludent-athietes arc not in 
trouble any more than any other 
students,’’Foolesald. 


Foote said the investigation was 
comprehensive, but was strictly an 
intemol affair. 

"Anyone who reads this report will 
find it Jias credibility," he said. 
"How it is characterized by out- 
siders Is another problem." But 
Foote said he believes the report 
was honest and, In places, “sting- 
ing." 

The task force report said most of 
the incidents “occurred substantial- 
ly as reported," although it said 
campus police overreacted Sept. 24 
when they called in Coral Gables ci- 
ty police to combat what the task 
force said was nothing more than 
"roughhousing outside a dormitory” 
by football players. 

James L. Ash Jr., associate pro- 
vost for honors and undergraduate 
studies, said the task force he co- 
chalred interviewed 113 people, in- 
cluding 30 athletes, and studied all

WASHINGTON, D.C. - The 
recently adjourned 99th Congress 
has been given an A by the National 
Wildlife Federation for Its work in 
conservation and outdoor areas. 

Charles Miller, the federation’s 
director of media relations, says' 
"our analysis reveals that the 99th 
Congress was indeed productive on 
environmental Issues, having 
achieved more progress than any 
Congressslncei980. 

During -the -past two. years. Con- 
gress strengthened and reauthorized-' 
sevflral major pollution control laws, 
Inciudlng the superfund, clean water 
anlsafe drinking water acts. 

'?The clean: water act, unfortu- 
nately, languished on the president's 
'desk without being signed. Also, the 
environmental protection agency is 
re/jising to Implement key provi- 
sion of the safe water drinking act 
amendments." 

^ong the items Miller praised 
wett: 

•’-The 1986 water resources 
development action which Increases 
cost-sharing by local govecnemnts 
for more than 200 Corps of Engineers 
projects and includes new require- 
ments for the corps to mitigate fish 
and' wildlife habitat dainage' 
resulting from the project. 

■ The 1985 food security action, 
also known as the farm bill, contains 
provisions that deny federal sub- 
sidies to farmers who convert 
wetlands to cropland or plow fragile, .

The craze for collecting antlaue 
bottles has spread rapidly to alJ cor* 
ners of the country: witness the bot- 
tle shows; the bottle-stock^ shelves 
ofantlquedealers; theflearoarkets 
and the garage sales. 

It is estimated that over 1 million 
homes In theU.S. display combina- 
tions of squat battles, tall bottles, 
round bottles, flat bottles, blue, 
brown, clear, amber, emerald green;

Often, bockyard breeders have ' 
gone through the mother's chewing 
stage and see themselves forced to 
support eight more puppies through 
U unless they somehow get rid of 
them. 

1 remembergoingto a kennel with 
a friend to look over a litter of pups. 

1 was sure my buddy was going to 
acquire a Chesapeoke retriever, but 
he started backing out when the 
owner said the breeding resulted 
when the bitch chewed through the 
chickcp wire separating her from 
the male in the next run. 

He was offering the lO-week old 
offspring for $50. 

1 asked If he'd give a discount if we 
bought two pups. 

"Sure,” he said. "I’ll let you have 
two pups for $25 and you can have all 
five for a dollar." 

Obviously, it's best to buy a train- 
ed dog If you can afford the. initial 
cost. 

Falling that. I'd opt for buying two 
quality pups and training them 
myself. . 

Unfortunately, there arc serious 
pitfalls in buying a pup and taking it 
to a trainer. Both puppies and_ . 
trainers vary greatly In quality. 
Some pups arc untrainablc, some 
trainers don't work well with some 
dogs and some trainers aren't as 
good as you'd wish. 

It's better to let the trainer fool 
the bill for his mistakes. If he can of- 
fer you a trained dog with some 
guarantees, it is probably your best 
choice.

Some bad 
bent stems Indicating a not-so-nea( 
manufacturing process. 

The most exciting bottle found at 
this site as a liquor bottle with rais-

U.S.A. GUARANTEED FULL 
QUART. - ' 

When dug, the bottle was covered 
with mud and was a clear glass bot- 
tle. I took ft down with others to the. 
water and washed them. I then pul 

them a few feet from our digging 

and within 15 minutes this bottle 
turned a medium shade of purple. 
This is the first time I had seen this 
happen. Others have told me of this 
same experience. 


Another bottle was a weather- , 
worn opalized bottle with the letter-

cnicksdees never set foot In a feeder. 
These birds rely biavilv on Insects 
and their eggs.

Here, too. they’ll also 
find eggs and varied overwintering 
larvae that provide them with pro- 
tein- 

Chickadees are so small that 
larger predators may bypass them 
vfhen hunting for_a.mealjOf course, 
a sharp-shinned hawk, or -a . kestrel 
raiding a feeder or swooping down oh 
a dock of birds along a wo^'s ^ge 
won’t be concerned with Identifying 
the^ prey before slrlkbg. Some 
chickadees are, naturally, food for 
carnivores but they certainly don't 
form the bulk of any animal’s diet. 


The diminutive size of the 
chickadee may be a blessing when it 
comes to being unnoticed or 
undesirable as a meal. But It also 
means that there’s not much room 
for storage of fat and the blr^ must 
feed as much as possible during the 
daylight hours to maintain tbeir 
systems during the night. Their 
metabolic rates are quite high and 
they seldom live more than two or 

threeyears. 

In 'the South, the Carolina 
chickadee replaces the black-cap 
and this species Is also seen In the 
Lehigh Valley region sporadically. 
They^re never here In great numbers 
and unless you’re an accomplished 
birder, chances are you'll pass one

North 
Carolina fishermen catch a few each 
y£ar, but South Carolina and Florida 
have banned sturgeon' fishing 
because of the apparent decline of 
the species. 

Susan Shipman, the stale's chief of 
coastal fisheries, said a drop in 
Georgia’s sturgeon catch em- 
phasizes the ne^ for a long-term 
study. Fishermen harvested 19,000 
pounds in 19SS, but preliminary fig- 
ures for this year indicate only 2,700 
pounds were caught. 

"We don't have any population 
estimates, so we don't know whether 
sturgeon are being overfished,” she 
said. "We don't want to make 
regulations affecting someone's live- 
lihood unless-we have sotne scientific 
data giving us good reason." 

■ Georgia's commercial fishermen 
make^most of Their money from 
shrimp and blue crabs, but sturgeon 
could be an Important source of ad- 
ditional income, Williams said. 

"I don't think it'll ever be a big 
money industry," he said. "But It. 
provides seasonal Income for a lot of 
commercial fishermen.”

In exports, the nation's trade deficit 
narrowed to SI2.1 billion In October, 
the best performance In 14 months, 
the Commerce Department said

With Improvements now posted 
for three consecutive months, ad< 
ministration and private analysts 
agri^ the long-awaited turnaround 
In the country’s enormous trade Im- 
balance may finally be happening.

Avoid protectionism, Bentsen advise

Q: What are compact discs, and 
why are bev pusbbg be traditional 
vtoyirecordalbumlntobe ' ' 
bickffoimd? 

A: Compact discs typically offer 
better quality sound bon LPs. 

Recordshavehalr-slzed grooves 
bat "store" (he music. The needle 
"reads” be groove and eventually 
ween It down. A compact disc,' 
whichlshaniplastic and only in- 
ches In diameter, contains no 
grooves, Instead. It has millions of 
bits of computer information, which 
are “read” by a low-power laser 
beam bat never physically touches 
be disc.

But you can get them discounted to 
$150 or even lower, says Edward 
rempse of Compact Disc Warehouse 
Inc. Above $400 to $500 you're paying 
(or added features but typically not 
belter quality sound. 

Unlike other stereo equipment,- 

sound quality varies only slightly 
from the least expensive to the top- 
of-be-llne CD player. Once you 
reach a certain level, be benefit per 
dollar spent drops oft rapldily. 

Decide wheber extra features are 
worih belr cost. Remote control, 
programmabUily, which allowsyou 
to determbe be order of songs, 
•musicsearch/unctioosaod. - 
automatic disc changers are 
available and costly. 

• CDs ore not cure-alls. A poorly 
made recording or terrible speakers 
will not produce perfect sound Just 
bcciiuse you have a CD player. 

• understand (he basics of CDs be- 
fore you buy. For Instance, you can’t 
record ona CD. Also, CD portables 
and cor players are appearing, but 
the discs, (hough smaller ban 
records, arc notas convenient to 
store or carry os cassettes. 

Listen to your commdn sense. 

Once you make this high-tech in- 
vestment, you’ll be forced to face 
the "music." enjoyable or not.

Home demand downplaiied 

Brazil weighs export success 
vs. domestic economy needs

PONTA PORA, Brazil - Once a ] 
vast expanse of wild grass and busby 
outcroppings, this gently rolling ter- I 
rain in southwestern Brazil today , 
contains miles upon miles of -soy' ' 
beans destined for foreign markets, : 
part of a powerful, national export 
drive. 

Here on the world's largest soy- 
bean farm, created .from, scratch 
just 13 years ago, sprouts the flip 
side of the world's largest forel^ 
debt — a homegrown Brazilian 
wealth that has helped this Latin 
American giant keep, up Interest 
payments and even dictate some 
' terms to foreign creditors. 

Brazil's enormous trade surpluses 
have exceeded S12 billion in the past 
two years, thanks not only to soy- 
bean sales but massive shipments of 
coffee, orange Juice, cars, textiles, 
shoes, Iron ore, steel, machinery and 
numerous otheritems. 

The export campaign has accom- 
panied two decades of intensive ex- 
port-crop cultivation and fast-paced 
Industrial development, brightening 
Brazil’s economic prospects beyond 
those of any other nation on this 
beleaguered southern continent. 

Yet just when Ihc fruits of this ex- 
porl-led growth arc being realized, 
the government has come under In- 
creasing pressure to concentrate 
less on selling abroad and more on 
satisfying home demand. 

While the need to pay a Il05,billlon 
foreign debt Is certain to keep ex- 
port promotion a matter of national 
survival, Brazilian officials are being 
forced to curb some exports and in- 
crease imports to meet a surge in 
domestic consumption. 

Becoming an export giant has had 
costs as well as benefits for Brazil. 
Land that might have been 
cultivated to feed the poor has In- 
stead gone to cullivatc export crops. 

• Fernando Homem de Melo, a 
leading Brazilian agronomist, 
reported that per capita production 
of basic foodstuffs (rice, black 
beans,' manioc and potatoes) fell 13 
percent from 1977 to 1984. while ex- 


portable foodstuffs (soybeans, 
oranges, cotton, peanuts and tobac- 
co) experienced a IS percent Jump in 
per capita output. 

Moreover, sugar cane plantations 
have occupied millions of fertile 
acres In a national program begun in 
the 4970a to replace oil with sugar-' 
based alcohol fuel. 

The switch from gas-powered cars 
has helped to reduce Brazil’s 
foreign-oll bill (as have increased 
national oil producllon and depress- 
ed world oil prices) from a peak of 
$11.3 billion In 1981 to $5.5 billion last 
year. But critics say the prolifera- 
tion of sugar cone has crowded out

less profitable food crops. 

To build trade surpluses even 
higher, Brazilian officials Imposed 
ti^t Import curbs. 

These are now aggravating scar- 
cities of machinery, industrial parts 
and other Items desperately sought 
by Brazil's voracious economy, 
which last year scored the free 
world's highest growth ratc-8.3 per- 
cent. They also have caused friction 
wilh the United Stales and other 
governments. 

In the past, Brazilian policy 
makers could give less heed to home 
markets, generally weak In demand 
and handicapped by vast poverty in 
this nation of 135 million people. A 
prolonged recession in the early 
1980s further Induced Brazilian pro- 
ducers to look abroad for sales. 

By one measure, Brazil's increas- 
ing share of international Industry 
has offered the prospect of more and 
-better Jobs for workers and higher 
quality products on the domestic 
market. But much of the wealth 
generated by exports stayed In the 


hands of rich individuals and 
forcign-owned firms. Increasing the 
imbalance of Brazilian growth. 

According to government figures, 
nearly half the national income 
belonged to the richest 10 percent of 
the . population in 1984. In this 
respect, the Brazilian example has 
supported ihosc who argue that 
development that is good for inter- 
national trade can have destnicllve 
effects inside a poor and populous 
country. 

Since the arrival last year of 
President Jose Samey. whose 
civilian government coded 21 years 
of military rule, greater official em- 
phasis has been placed on correcting 
the dramatic income gap. Among 
Sarney’s first moves was to get a 
land reform act passed. 

Though less sweeping than pro- 
mised and hobbled by landowners’ 
resistance, the legislation mandates 
the redistribution of millions of 
acres of underused farmland to 1.4 
million poor families over four years. 

In February this year, Samey 
launched a shock attack on inflation, 
which had reached IS percent a 
month, The Brazilian leader froze 
prices but allowed wage adjust- 
ments. This choked Inflation but 
spared worked Ihc Income loss 
usually suffered under more tradi- 
tional, recession-prone, imli-lnfla- 
tion programs. 

Real incomes rose, sending 
Brazilians on a buying binge. Retail 
sales have soared 39 percent, and In- 
dustrial production is near full ca- 
pacity. 

To mwl the surge In home de- 
mand. Brazilian producers have 
diverted to local markets beef, 
aluminum, tractors, shoes and other 
products that otherwise would have 
goiie' abroad. As a result, the gov- 
ernment predicts that Brazil’s 198$ 
trade surplus will be down about $1 
billion or more from last year’s $17.5 
billion. 

Contributing to this fall have been 
a drop In world commodity prices 
and $1 billion spent on emergency 
Imports of meat, milk and grains to 
compensate for poor harvests.

Top auction houses 
find money in rock

LONDON — Hilary Kay says she 
. can spot a bogus Bcatle autograph 
at a ^ance — a talent In Increasing 
demand in the fasLgrowing Industry 
o{ pop memorabilia. 

Miss Kay is a pioneer of this 
newest bonanza' for the auctioneer- 
ing world, ever on the lookout for 
such treasures as a napkin signed by 
Elvis Presley or George Harrison's 
first guitar. • • . 

And It aging rock fans don't accept 
that those go^ old days have Rone 
establishment, they n^ only look 
at who's doing the selling: 
Christie's, Sotheby's and Phillips, 
venerable auctioneering names more 
readily ossoclated with Old Master 
paintings, 18th-century snuffboxes 
' and Renoir originals than with a 
Rolls Royce in day-glow colors once 
owned by ex-Beatle John Lennon. 

As Sotheby's expert on pop 
memorabilia. Miss Kay has been 
staging an auction a year since 1981, 
taking bids from as far afield as 
Japan and Australia, and publishing 
sumptuous catalogs filled with 
photographs of Beatles gold records, 
a wrlstwatch owned by Presley, a 
guitar once used by JIml Hendrix, a 
Steinway baby grand piano played 
by Elton John. 

Collectibles are Miss Kay's trade, 
and the rock era her passion. She 
daydreams, she says, “about a 
wonderful old guitar lurklng,ln some 
second-hand g^s shop and nobody's 
aware that If once belonged to Eric 
Clapton." 

she says she got the Idea while

and co-Bcalle Paul McCartney, They 
(etched 7.500 and 8,000 pounds 
respectively — then equivalent to 
$13,800 and $14,720. 

But the Item that told Sotheby's It 
was onto a winner was a simple Len- 
non self-portrait that fetched $14,720 
— 60 times its estimated value. 

In all, the sale raised $179,695 — 
almost double the expected total. 
Since then, each auction has seen 
higher revenues, reaching $396,755 at 
last August's sale. 

Christie's and Phillips soon joined 
the rush. “It certainly Is a growing 
market - a whimsical market, but 
holding Its ground very well," says 
Kerry Wallace, pop expert at 
Christie's, which held Its first pop 
auction three years ago. 

Her favorite item Is Bill Haley’s 
guitar, which he left in London for , 
repairs after a European tour and 
did not live to collect. It sold this 
year for $22,000. 

The industry Is dominated by 
Beatles memorabilia, simply 
, because the foursome were so suc- 
cessful. But Presley items arc show- 
ing up more frequently, and the Roll- 
ing Stones, Elton John. Led Zep- 
pelin, Jlml Hendrix, Buddy Holly, 
Eric Clapton and the Beach Boys 
featured at Sotheby’s last auction. 

One poignant Item was an old 
guitar that George Harrison's 
parents bought (or him for $12 long 
before he became a Bcatie. It sold 
for $5,600. 

Rod Murray, a friend of Lennon's 
who was unable to join the Beatles In 
I960 because he could not afford a 
guitar, sold an unpublished collec- 
tion of Lennon's poetry and prose 
through Sotheby's In 1984 for $22,880. 

“The Beatles market Is enor- 
mous." says , Peter Johnson of 
Phillips. “And then there’s the guy 
who came from Memphis. ..._What's_ 
his name? Elvis Presley. That's the 
one, he's a good fellow. But he didn't 
generate as many artifacts as the 
Beatles. They were nice lads.’!

“Cabela’s catalogs 
hooking big sales

SIDNEY, Neb. — In the market 
-for an Arbogast SputterbuzzT Need-a- 
Mister Twister Sassy Shiner? Hard 
.. up lorDardevle Flutter Chucks? 

That's not Greek to a fisherman, 
merely the jargon of the sport when 
anglers talk about lures they need to 
catch The Big One. Il’s-the kind of 
conversation you’ll hear cast around 
at the company that calls itself "the 
world’s foremost outfitter." 

Cabela’s started a quarter century 
ago with a small classified newspa- 
per advertisement offering 12 band- 
tied fishing files lor a dollar. One 
Mi^n responded. But Dick Cabela 
is a stubborn man. This year hia 
company expects soles in excess of 
UOO million. 

■Although Cabcla’s may not be as 
famous with molnstream consumers 
08 outdoor companies such as L.L. 
Bean of Freeport, Maine, or Eddie 
Bauer of Seattle, "we have the 
hardcore fishermen and hunters," 
said Cabela. 

The, 25th anniversary catalog 
totals 209 pages. Nearly a fourth' of 
the bpok features fly fishing rods; 30 
pages arc devoted solely to lures; 
one set of graphite rods carries a 
60-day money-back guarantee if the 
angler Isn’t 100 percent happy. The 
slick-papered, four-color book Is pep- 
pered with testimonials from profes- 


1 million people annually. Dick 
estimates It has grown at le'ast SS 
percent every year since the com- 
pany was founded. Cabela's receives 
■75,000 new catalog requests a week.-- 
There are customers In every state . 
and 70 foreign countries. 

The Cabda brothers are reluctant- 
to be interviewed, refuse to be 
photographed and dislike publicity 
about the family, although they are 
aggressive advertisers. Rod Reeder, 
the company spokesman, describes 
Dick and Jim as "hardworking 
businessmen of Bohemian descent 
who have basic American values,' 
live modestly, and are very private 
and low key." 

Jn a rare interview, Dick talked 
about the days when he launched Us 
company from bis front porch In 
nearby Chappell. 

"We started with a amall ad in a 
Wyoming newspaper, then ' got 
another In Field A Stream. Our first 
catalog was a mimeographed sheet. 

In 1962 we had a tremehdous expan- 
sion. We moved to a~b'Bckyard ahed." 

Dick worked days In his father’s 
furniture store and nights at bis 
mall order business. Sometimes the 
oldest of his nine children and hli 
wife, Mary, helped. By 1963, with an- 
nual sales of 324,000 and a skinny 
black and white catalog, he needed a 
partner. That’s when Jim joined the 
business.

The Santa Fc Railway expects to 
sell or abandon about 3,100 miles of 
track. Including line segments and 
yards, for a charge of $103 million, 
and dispose of about 7,900 freight 
cars and 200 locomotives for a 
charge of $44 million,- the parent ‘ 
company said. In addition, about 
4,100 Santo Fc Railway Jobs will be V 
cut or relocated, resulting In a 
charge of $166 million. 

The Southern Pacific expects to : 
sell or abandon about 3.100 miles of 
track for a charge of $273 million, 
and dispose of about 9,800 freight 
cars and nearly 4M locomotives.-, at a 
charge of $120 million. About 3,800 
Southern Pacific jobs will be cut or 
relocated, resulting in a charge of 
$208 million. 

Both railroads already have been 
cutting jobs through carly-rcllrc- 
ment programs and through a 
“buy-out" plan where employees 
leave Ihe company In exchange lor a 
one-time payment, in some cases as 
high as $50,000. Since- January, 
Southern Pacific has cut about 1,800 
jobs, while Santa Fc has cut about 
600. • 

Spokesmen for Santa Fe Southern 
Pacific said that U was loo soon to

WASHINGTON — It could force thousands of 
farmers out of business and It drastically cut 
‘ crop yields in many areas, but last summer’s 
record-breaking drought In the Sooth apparently 
did not become the massive disaster many ex- 
perts pr^icted. 

Although crop losses and damage lo pastures 
and timber are expected lo range Into the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, officials In most 
-ilales concede that August and Seplcmbef rains 
kept the disaster from becoming as devastating 
us forecasted. , . 

In Virginia and Maryland, for example, where 
about half of the corn crop was lost, the laic, 
rains helped revive soybeans and lmj?rovcd 
tobacco, yleld.s to near normal. While Georgia 
- peanut yields were down by a third, the Virginia 
i crop came In at near record levels. 

The true I cost 'of the disaster, however, may 
never be known. The Department of Agriculture 
Is making no tabulations of dollar losses and 
most stale university and state agriculture 
. department officials say that accurate figures 
are nearly lmpo.sslble to calculate. 


But most agree the human loll will be high. 

Many of the heavily Indebted farmers who 
entered 1986 needing a good crop to. survive are 
■nblllkely to-get-flnanclng to carryjm.neri year, 
farming spcclallsls In the region agree. Poor 
corn and soybean crops, ordinarily triggers for 
higher prices, were offset- by record harvests in 
the Midwest. 

“When the year began, a third of our farmers 
were delinquent on Ihclr loans and another third 
were in a very tenuous position." said Christine 
Thompson ol the Georgia Agriculture Depart- 
ment. "Wllhoul doubt those who were on the 
edge will be forced out In many cases . . . We're 
getting calls every day from people who are be- 
ing foreclosed on. wondering what they can do." 

Added Joe Yeager, extension specialist at 
Auburn University: "Ten to 12 percent of our 
Alabama farmers were tn very serious trouble 
golng'into the year and I’d say that Is double now 
as a result of the drought, .... The point is that 
the drought came at a time when many ol our 
farmers could ill afford more difficulty. For 
those who are in heavy debt there is no question 
— they won’t be able to gel financing next year.” 

Farm debt levels run particularly high in 
Georgia. South Carolina, Alabama and Mississip- 


pi, among the hardcst-hit drought states, as a 
result of a scries of weather disasters stretching 
back 10 1977. 

"This will push out the people who have little 
or no'cqiilly'," sariTJblm u. White, a~Ml58lsslppl'~ 
soybehlf and cotton farmer, during a recent lour 
of parched fields near his Tunica County home. 
"Our last really good crop around here was 1979 . 

. . . Last year was actually a good year, but we 
lost it because of a verv-wet fall that damaged 
the crops before they could be harvested." 

Even with irrigation on much of his 1,700 acres, 
While’s collon yields this year will be down by 
about a fourth and some dl his soybean yields will 
be down. On hundreds of unlrrlgated. fields sur- 
rounding White's farm, stunted cotton and soy- 
beans hung limply on withered vines, too'scorch- 
ed lobe harvested. 

“Irrigation helped me," White said, as two 
huge green <otton harvesters coursed across his 
fields, plucking off the damaged bolls. “But this 
Is better than .average land, and I'm in better fi- 
nancial shape than a lot of people around here. 
And still 1 won't make any money this year." 

Meanwhile, the Agriculture Deportment this 
week announced plans for passing out $400

It Is unlikely Honda would ever 
become, like lacocca, the darling of 
Wall Street — certainly not with 
views like: "1 always had a stronger 
desire for work Itself than for money 
— the desire to explore something 
new that other people haven't done.

' -Actually, Honda's preference for 
the path not taken was more than 
simply n corporate philosophy. Early 
on, It became a marketing strategy 
as well. "Our marketing people were 
toWQial Americans would never 
buy motorcycles," he recalls with an 
Irtish grin.

It is that Insight that 
has now led Honda - and later other 
Jopanesc motorcycle makers — to 
world dominance In 20 years. 

Rather than advertise someone 
else as a “master car builder," Hon- 
da insisted on becoming one. He , 
dedicated his company to produ^jtg 
the besl-englnccrcd andbest- 
constructed automobile possible. In 
fact, so obsessed was Honda with 
({ilalllythathc would dog the 
workers on the assembly line, 
sometimes screaming over the 
slightest quality problem. "Mr. 
nitindec," as he wos known by his 
employees, once even stripped naked 
before his engineers to assemble a 
motorcycle engine. On another occa- 
sion, Infuriated by what he felt was 
incompetence on the line, he struck 
a laggard worker with a wrench. 

’ "I have been very severe, 

(because) we are not selling clothing 
or apparel. We are selling things - 
Qiat can affect customers’ lives,” 
^onda insists. "H a small thing tike 
frbolt or a nutgoes.virong, the 
Cbslomer's life is In jeopardy.” 

-1-Small thing: lacocca established a 
foundation to raise money for the 
refurbishing of the Statue of Liber- 
ty. Honda used his own fortune to 
establish a large foundation in Japan 
to promote car safety. 

Maybe one reason Honda feels so 
keenly about safety, and has such a 
good sense about the consumer, Is 
that he has never lost touch with or- 
dinary people. In the past, it was not 
uncommon to find him in the night- 
club districts of Tokyo, hanging out 
with the geishas, drinkers, gamblers 
and tourists. Though his age has now 
forced him to cut down on his 
carousing, he believes It has been 
helpful In learning about his 
customers. 

"1 have never belonged to any 
secluded society," Honda explains. 

“I associate with anybody — rich, 
.poor. It doesn’t make a difference . . 

. I prefer to have the principle of 
egalitarianism rather than a class 
distinction of people, 
n- "The most Important thing In the 
-\forId Is not diamonds or gold, but — 

humans. And everybody has to learn 
about humans.”

WASHINGTON - President 
Reagan, who has established a repu- 
tation of dodging the hard question, 
has done it again. 

He Is taking the mugwump posi- 
tion on the burning sunlect of the 
day. Where was Thanksgiving first 
celebrated In Ibe United Slates? 

(The 19th-century mugwumps 
were so-called because they were 
said to be on the fence on all ques- 
tions of the day - with their mug on 
one side and their wump on the 
other.) 

This year, risking the Ire of both 
Virginia and Massachuselts-votere. 
Uie~presldent Mgnores”the principal' 
claimants: Berkeley Plantation In 
Virginia, where Thanksgiving was 
celebrated on Dec. 4, 1619, and 
Plymouth, which observed Thanks- 
giving in NovemberlS21. 

In his smoolh'as-gravy proclama- 
tion, Reagan praises President 
George Washington who, “at the re- 
quest of Congress, first proclaimed 
■ Nov.26,1789.asThanksglvlng." 

Though Washington was a Virgi- 
nian. this reference may not be 
enough to satisfy the militant Virgi- 
nians, who have been thoroughly ne- 
glect^, year after year, In the 
Reagan Thanksgiving proclama- 
tions. 

Reagan has often credited Con- 
gress (Continental and present) and 
"the "Judeo-Chrlsllan heritage" and, 
up until this year, always the 
Pilgrims. 

For a few years, he steadily added 


groups to credit for* the national 
holiday, usually groups with voters 
who needed placating. Including 
women (Sarah Josepha Hale, 
"editress of Godey’s Magazine," who 
succeeded In getting Lincoln to pro- 
claim the day officially) and Indians 
(the Iroquois celebrated a thanks- 
giving). 

But not until 1985. did he mention 
Virginia's 1619 thanksgiving, and 
then he put it In second place — 
after Maine: 

"A band of settlers arriving In 
Maine In 1607 held a service of 
thanks for their safe Journey, and 12 
years later settlers In Virginia set 
aside a dav of thanksgiving for their 
survival, jn 1621 Governor WJlliam_ 
■"■Bradford creaTed the most famous 
of all such observations at Plymouth 
Colony. ... The Spaniards In Califor- 
nia and the Dutch In New Amster- 
dam also held services to give public 
•thanks to God." 

The public notice of California, a 
slate not generally credllcd In (he 
history books as giving thanks, was 
surely a first. 

This type of chauvinistic mistake 
— in which one’s home state 
somehow creeps in — could be called 
the Kennedy Error. 

For Thanksgiving 19G2. President 
Kennedy of Massachusetts credllcd 
the Pilgrims with having the first 
observance. In reaction, the South 
rose again in the person of former 
Virginia stale Sen. John J. Wicket* of 
Richmond (who died at 91 last year, 
weary of defending Virginia’s 
honor). 

Wicker cited record.s In a New 


York City library that the first 
Thanksgiving was hold on Dec. 4. 
1619, when the ship Margaret landed 
on the James River shore at 
Berkeley Hundred, or Berkeley 
Planlallon, between what arc now 
Williamsburg and Richmond. 

Before Christmas, Arthur Schlcs- 
Ingcr, Kennedy's assistant, was 
forced to apologize abjectly. 
Malcolm Jamieson, owner "Of 
Berkeley, still proudly displays the 
telegram, which says; "You are 
quite right, and I can only plead an 
unconquerable New England bias on 
the part of the While House staff." 

Jamieson explains that the Yan- 
kees wore credited unjustly with 
-Thanksgiving because "Ihcy-wcre 
snowed in. writing history books, 
while Virginians were out riding to 
thehounds." 

In 1958. says Virginia stale 
librarian Jane Sumpter, the great 
historian and aptly named Virginius 
Dabney cited three other Virginia 
observances: in 1584, by Copt. Ar- 
thur Barlow, on a Sir Walter Raleigh 
expedition: in 1607 at Cape Henry, 
Va.; and in 1610 upon the arrival of 
Lord Delaware’s ship at Jamestown. 

The keeper of the Pilgrim Thanks- 
giving flame locally Is Mary Ellen 
Pogue of Chevy Chase, Md., histori- 
.m of the Bradford Compact, the 
organization of dcsccnclants of 
Plymouth’s early,. Gov. William 
Bradford and its chronicler. The 
•Plymouth supporters claim to have 
celebrated the first Thanksgiving In 
November 1621 . 

Pogue, Interrupted In her planting 
of tulips in memory of the Pilgrims’ 


slay In thc'Nc^crlands, says of the 
Virginia claim. "They're so touchy. 
Why. everyone ought to be thankful. 
But the Pilgrims captured the imag- 
ination of the nation.” 

In the middle of preparing tor 
President Reagan’s recent news con- 
ference, White House press officer 
Pete Rousscll promised a full in- 
vestigation of the discrimination 
against Virginia. "Now that it's 
been brought to our attention we’ll 
be glad to look Into It." said 
Rousscll. "I’m a Texan. I take these 
matters seriously."

Magnum revolvers. Stormberg said. 

Stormberg refused to divulge how 
much he paid for the goods, which 
Included traffic ticket pads Inscribed 
with the words "Loving Reminder.”

lights, listening devices and tape 
recorders. 

Prdgltam, a caretaker at; the 
abandoned commune, confirmed 
that Stormberg had bought virtually 
the last of the equipment once used 
by the Rajneeshpuram Peace Force. 

"I don't think he cleaned out the 
peace Force completely, but In 
terms of weapons and uniforms and 
the like. I’d say he bought all that," 
said Pragltam. "We don't have any 
more buildings, vehicles, any more 
firearms or anything like that.” 


The Rajneeshpuram Peace Force 
was created In 1982. and by July 1984 
U had 15 full-time officers for a city, 
of 1,440 people. 

Pragltam said nearly all the goods 
being sold off from the commune 
were cone. 

"We are pretty close to being li- 
quidated,” he said. 

The commune shut down after Ra- 
jneesh, 54. pleaded guilty last 
November to two Immigration 
charges and left the country.

Plans to tell clubs 
to say ‘no’ to tests

LOS ANGELES - The president of 
a national association of “swing 
club” sex groups on Friday denounc- 
ed- a study which found that two 
women who belongpd to such clubs in 
Minnesota had been exposed to 
AIDS. „ 

"They have put a scarlet letter on 
anyone who has at any time belong- 
ed to these clubs," said Robert 
McGlnley, president of the North 
American Swing Club Association In 
Anaheim. 

He said the study wilt have the ef- 
fect of "pointing the finger" at a 
particular group, swingers, when at- 
tention should be focused on AIDS 
itself. 

McGinley said he plans to notify 
the 100 clubs affiliated with his 
association "not to submit under 
any circumstances to a club 
testing." He added that Individual 
member's. If they choose to be tested 
for. exposure to the AIDS virus, 
should seek the test at a. center that 
wilt guarantee anonymity. 

He estimated there are about 250 
such clubs nationwide. 

AIDS is caused by a virus that 
destroys the body’s immune system 
and its natural resistance to disease. 
The virus, which Is carried in the 


blood is transmitted by an exchange 
of body fluids, such as sexual inter- 
course or by sharing a hypodermic 
needle. 

The federal Centers for Disease 
Control in Atlanta reported Thurs- 
day that laborotory tests of 134 
members of two clubs In the Mln- 
neapolls-St. Paul area in June 
detected the AIDS antibody In two 
women. 

The agency said the most surpris- 
ing aspect of the Minnesota study 
was that many of the club members 
were unaware that sex with multiple 
partners Increased their risk for 
AIDS. 

McGlnley said his association 
recommends the use of condoms for 
anal sex but not vaginal Intercourse, 
contending “there arc no authen- 
ticated cases of AIDS transmission 
through pcnlle-vaglnal.intcrcourse." 

“We have a misnomer here," 
McGlnley said, “in saying that peo- 
ple with numerous sexual partners 
arc at risk, when In fact the risk is in 
having sex with a person who has 
AIDS. What the CDC Is saying is 
comparable to saying that people 
who never fly In an airplane will 
never die in a plane, crash." 

However, two AIDS authorities 
strongly disputed McGlnlcy's com- 
ments. 

“There arc numerous studies that 
prove very clearly that penile- 
vaginal Intercourse can cause Infcc-' 
tion and it can cause AIDS,” said Dr. 
Mervyn Silverman, a San Francisco 


physician and president of the 
American Foundation tor AIDS 
Research. 

“Certainly among the members of 
a swinging group, or any time you 
have multiple sex partners, you arc 
increasing your risk of exposure. U 
couldn’t bo clearer that AIDS is a 
sexually transmitted discosc, and to 
say otherwise Is to Ignore an Incred- 
ible number of studies and reports." 

Dr. Nell Schram, who heads the 
Los Angeles City-County AIDS Task 


Force, agreed. 

“The virus has been shown clearly 
to spread from husband to wife and 
from wife to husband and among 
females and males who have muUl- 
.pie sex.pnrlnera," Schram said. _ 

Silverman sold McGlnlcy’s com- 
ments reflect an attitude that 
assumes a person with multiple sex- 
ual partners would know without 
question that each partner is not 
carrying the AIDS virus.

Opinion divided on structure 
built for city’s I(XftKW

DOUGLAS, Wyo. — No one can 
remember a real hanging In Douglas, 
a one-time ranch and railroad town 
of tents where the first church ser- 
vices were held In a saloon and the 
unofficial symbol is a mythical beast 
called thejackalope. 

But now a gallows built for the 
town centennial has residents divid- 


ed. Some say the symbol of frontier 
Justice, recreated at a cost of $1,200 
so boo&ters-could-^‘haag-pcoplc.aad.. 
ride horses,” draws tourist dollars. > 
Others consider It an uninsured 
hazard and a blot on the town’s Im- 
age. 

“I think It’s 0 part of our Western 
heritage, something that ought to be 
preserved,” says Peter Mike Curtin, 
a leader of the “Wild Bunch,” a col- 
lection of businessmen who raised

the gallows In the middle of Center

Religious leaders of this eastern 
WyomIng-clty-of-5,OOa-quesUoa-Uie- 
propriety of having the gallows 
overshadow the downtown. 

“It’s a symbol from a long time 
ago that kind of puts'our community 
in a strange ll^t,” said the Rev. 
Robert Swlnea, of the . Christ 
Episcopal Church. He described It 
"as a symbol of hopelesness. ... I 
would feel the same about having a 
.working gas chamber on .Main 
Street.” 

"If It was a symbol of our post, 
that would be different,” said the 
Rev. Ron Blaln of.the Wesleyan 
Church. "Maybe this is a symbol of 
the old West, not Douglas.” 

. Actually, the town's unofficial 
symbol is a Jackalope, a mythical 
cross between the region’s plentiful 
jack rabbits and antelopes. The 
jackalope has horns and supposedly 
sings before thunderstorms. A 10- 
foot statue of the animal Is 
displayed at the entrance to a 
fairgrounds, replacing one that used 
to stand on Main Street before It 
was smashed by a motorist. 

Thj;eej/ecks ago, with the centen- 
nial winding down, "city offlclals- 
dccldcd to dismantle the gallows of 
rough-hewn logs. But three members 
of the Wild Bunch stepped In — lit- 
erally — to save It, and the com- 
munltydebatc began. 

The group, named after the origi- 
nal Wild Bunch led by Butch Cassidy 
and the Sundance Ktd who hid out 
elsewhere In Wyoming, approached 
two workers as they were beginning 
to dismantle the gallows and per- 
suaded them ’to slop until city of- 
ficials could be consulted. 

”1 don’t know if It brings 
(tourists) iii or not, but when they 
see It, they stop,” Curtin said. 

Merchants’ support for the 
gallows is evident from handbills 
taped to windows and doors reading 
"Wanted: Your vote to save the 
gallows." 

That rcfcrs/(o on Informal 
referendum staged by the weekly 
Dousias BMget The newspaper 
counted ballots Friday, and both ci- 
ty officials and the Wild Bunch have 
agreed (o abide by the results. The 
final tally was 491 votes to leave the 
structure standlns. 139 to remove U. 

Part of the debate Is the gallows' 
lack of liability insurance to protect 
the city or the state Highway 
Department, which ls.rcsponsible lor 
the median on which the gallows 
stands. 

“As far as the particular structure 
goes, we arc hanging out'"therc 
bare," Moyor Dick George said. 

' "If yoir worry your whole ... life 


about ,«hal bunches of lawyers will 
do Iq cou^ that Is all you are going 
to do,” ar^es Wild Bunch member 
■Stevmrk. “If somebody wants'lo 
take me to court, let ’em.” 

The mayor said, the gallows was 
built with the understanding that It 
would be' removed at (he end of the 
centennial celebration and that 
DougtBg;r 7 lts — officials and the 
Highway.' Department would be 
covered In case of an accident. 

Park and Curtin said the Wild 
Bunch decided insurance coverage 
was too expensive. “It was going to 
cost $1,500 for three months so we 
could hang people and ride horses," 
Park said. 

“It appears that the Wild Bunch ... 
placed- Douglas, the Highway 
Department, the council and myself 
at risk for every hanging that was 
held there this summer,” George 
said. "We all agreed It would be a 
colorful contribution to the centen- 
nial. But for them to say (the 
premiums] arc too much ... that Is 
an attitude I do not much care for.” 

"It was a fun thing for a fun year,” 
the mayor said, but he questions 
how historically appropriate the 
gallows Is for Douglas. 

“I suspect that the Wild Bunch 
has held more public hangings than 
in ail of Wyoming's history.” George 
said.

The size of a I 
silver dollar, the patch delivers a i 
steady dosage which avoids the 
“peaks and valleys" that can result 
from taking pills at regular Inter- 
vals. 

The drug is sandwiched' between 
an Impermeable outer layer and a 
“rate-llmltlng membrane" which 
allows the drug to diffuse steadily ' 
through the skin and Into the 
bloodstream, Hlguchi said. 

Besides the advantage of a steady 
dosage, transdermal delivery also 
eliminates the metabolic changes 
that medication, taken orally, 
undergoes when it Is processed by 
the liver before reaching the blood. 
Hlguchi said. Such changes, called 
“first-pass metabolism," can 
decompose as much as 60 percent of 
the medication.

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Doublespeak goes to NASA, space contractors

Texas (AP) - An 
English teacher’s group on Friday 
named NASA and two contractors 
for the space shuttle winners of the 
1986 Doublespeak Award for the 
year's most glaring example of 
deceptive language.

The committee also named Nell

Lutz, In announcing the Doublespeak 
Award, said the language used by of- 
ficials of NASA and the contractors 
in discussing the Challenger tragedy 
last January and the subsequent in- 
vestigation "was filled with 
doublespeak.” 

The seven-member shuttle crew,, 
including teacher Christa McAuliffe, 
perished when Challenger exploded 
shortly alter liftoff.

“But were they succeeding?- No. And 
would they get Ivan? Never." 

Wall Street’s ^ock at the Nov.. 14 
announcement that Boesky hod 
received confidential takeover In- 
formation Illegally from former In- 
vestment banker Dennis B. Levine 
already is giving way to worry about 
the case's potential chilling effect on 
the business of legitimate takeover 
arbitrage. 

"A lot of people are going to be 
outraged and they're going to take It 
strai^t to the Congress,” predicted 
a professor at an Ivy League college 
who -olten testifies on takeover 
Issues but requested anonymity. "I 
don’t believe it’s true that every arb 
in' the country is stealing conflden- 
tialflnformation. But this is sure go- 
ing to restir that controversy.” 

Just as takeover fever remains 
stubbornly rooted In corporate 
America despite a two-year cam- 
paign by. big -business and some In 
Congress • to break it, concurrent 
suspicions persist that takeover ar- 
bitrageurs are only as successful as 
their Illicit network of tipsters. 

Since they make their money bet- 
ting on the outcome of takeovers, 
the contention -goes, arbs naturally 
would be tempted to make deals 
with people who have access to con- 
fidential Information about impen- 
ding* takeovers before they become 
public knowledge.

-'CITY OF COMMERCE. Calif. - 
Elected Latino officials, long puzzled 
by the limited political Impact of the 
nation's mushrooming Hispanic pop- 
ulation, have concluded that the 
U.S. naturalization system Is at 
fault and 'have launched a national 
effort to turn millions of Latino 
non-cUizens Into voters. 

At a suburban Los Angeles 
workshop held Friday to examine 
the problem. leaders of an organiza- 
tion representing most of the na- 
tion's 3,202 elected officials of 
Hispanic descent announced a new 
clearinghouse of research material 
,'pn citizenship and outlined an attack 
bn the bureaucratic and educational 
barriers to expanding the Latino 
electorate. 

“Non-cltlzcnship has helped to 
create the stereotype that Latinos 
don't vote,” said Rep. Edward R. 
Roybal, D-Calif., president of the 
2,500-membcr National Association 
of Latino Elected Officials 
(NALEO). The group’s executive 
director, Harry.Pachon, said studies 
show that the Latino voting rate — 
when ineligible non-citizens arc not 
counted — is 48 percent, not far 
below the 53 percent rate for all 
Americans eligible to vote. 

The campaign to naturalize about 
3 million legal Latino residents, 

' Roybal and Pnehon emphasized, is 
-"ve^ different from the new national 
immigration law and Its impact on 
perhaps an equal number of Illegal 
Latino Immigrants. But they added 
that the expected surge of lUegal 
aliens achieving legal status under 
the act will only Increase the need to 
imorove citizenship services. 

A new analysis of census figures, 
distributed at the workshop for citi- 
zenship counselors and officials, 
shows Latino naturalization r^tes 
far below those for immigrants from 
other countries. -The rale Is 35 per- 
cent for Mexicans, compared with 6f 
percent for Aslans. 

■ Pachon sold his group has Iden- 
tified four major obstacles to citi- 
zenship for Latinos; 

— Many Latinos do not understand 
the benefits of citizenship. “Here In 
Southern California, bUllons of 
dollars have been plugged Into the 
defense Industries, yet those Jobs 
are barred to non-citizens," Pachon 
said. 

— Immigrants arc reluctant to ' 
deal with the U.S. government, par- 
ticularly the Immigration and Natu- 
ralization Service (INS). Some fear, 
unnecessarily, that seeking clU- 
zensliip-wlll jeopardize their visas. , 

- Muny adult Latino Immigrants 
have trouble acquiring the Engllsb 
language skills and elementary 
knowledge of U.S. history and gov- 
ernment required of' most citi- 
zenship applicants. . I 

— Some Latino non-citizens, par- 
ticularly Mexicans, think they may 
some day return home.
